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In  presenting  this,  our  annual  report  of  the  schools,  ■we  take 
pleasure  in  saying  that  they  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  both 
successful  and  profitable.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  good 

teachers  and  retain  them  thi'ough  the  year.  We  believe  that  (lie 
fiithful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  teach- 
ers has  been  the  general  rule  and  not  the  exception.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  secure  those  of  the  right  stamp  for  our  schools.  This 
comes  mainly  from  the  small  wages  we  pay  and  yet  many  seem 
to  expect  as  good  results  as  though  we  employed  those  who  can 
command  a  much  higher  salary,  and  readily  find  positions  supe- 
rior in  compensation  to  the  schools  of  our  town.
